General Wallis with 
another Detachment confifting of $000 Men, has 
taken Poft at Scaletta,. fo that it is believed the 
Marquis d= Lede will be obliged to evacuate the 
Kingdom by Capitulation ; the rather, becaufe 
the Attack againft the Citadel is carried on 
with fo much 
hold out long : It is even faid the Governour has 
offered to capitulate in cafe be is not relieved in a 
certain time. The Inhabitants of Palermo appear 
difpofed to fubmit upon the Approach of the Im- 
perial Forces, 
Naples, Aug. 29. On the 23d Inftant, Cardinal 
Schrotembach took Poffeffion per Interim of the 
Viceroyalty of this Kingdom with the ufaal Forma- 
lities, and his Eminency was complimented by 
the Nobility and the Miniftry, as alfo by the De- 
ties of this City. The fame Day Admiral Byog 
a arrived here with fome Men of War a 
ogher Veffels from the Faro, went to the Pa- 
lace to compliment bis Eminency, who fent 
his Coaches to meet him. The faid Admi. 
ral failed this Day for Vado on the Coat of 
Genoa, to forward the Imbarkation. of the 
Troops defigned for Sicily, and to convoy 
them thither. On the 27th, two of our Gallies 
failed hence with feveral Tranfports, carrying 
Troops, Horfes, and Provifions for the Imperial 
Camp in Sicily. The Spaniards at Franca. Villa, 
computed to be 14000 Men ftrong, are augmentin 
the Intrenchments of their Camp, and do not fend 
any Succours to the Citadel, notwithftanding the 
Bekie ed by frequent Signals prefs very much for 
Relict. It is inferred fea hence, that. the Mar- 
uis de Lede by thus ftrengthniong bis Camp, €n- 
deavens to obtain the beft Conditions he is able, 
- for retreating in an honourable Manner out of Si- 
Le horne, Sept. 1. The Captain of an Englith 
Shi nd for London, which arrived here on the 
28th aft from Naples, reports, that it is reckoned 
the Citadel of Mieffina will {peedily furrender, 
becaufe they want Provifions and frefh Water. O- 
ther Advices fay the Magiftrates of Palermo have 
intimated to General Mercy, that upon the landing 
‘of the Imperial Forces, the Place will furrender to 
the Emperour ; and it is added, that the Spanifh 
Garrifon is retired to Caftellamare.
